BRITISH ECONOMIC 
MISSION. 


DRAFTING REPORT 


Faced with the big task of cam- 
piling ite report, in addition to 
making further enquiries, the 
ftritish teonomic Mission to the 
Far Enat arrived in the Colony 
this morning on the P, and O. liner 
Comorin, from Shanghal, and will 
remain here until March. 


The Mission expects that its in- 
vestigations here, which will be 
conducted on similar lines to the 
procedure followed in North China 
aml Japan, will occupy a week. 
During the period the members 
will be busily engaged in inter- 
viewing the executives “of the 
various firms and businesses and 
in discussing matters with them in 
private conversation, Canton will 
also be included. 


Then the Mission will settle 
down to its enormots task of 
classifying the mass of miscel- 
juneous information and duta that 
has been gathered during the past 
three months In the North. 

Somo iden of the magnitude of 
this task can be gathered from the 
fact that the Mission will occupy 
the entire suite of offices on the 
first floor of the Peninaula Hotel, 
and that the Hongkong General 
Chamber of Commerce was asked 
to engage a stat of six steno. 
graphic typists and four copying 
typists to prepare the report, 


. Arrival This Morning. 


On arrival 
Mission was met by Mr. E. W. 
Hamilton, representing the Hong- 
kong Government, Mr. M, F. Key, 
secretary of the Hongkong General 
Chamber of Commerce, and Mr. 
Chan Keung-puk, secretary of the 
Chinese Chamber. Mr. Hamilton 
has been appointed by the Govern- 
ment to csaist the Mission. 

The Cotton Mission, whose mem- 
bers.are also on the Economic 
Mission, wil) prepare its report at 
the same time. ' 

Settled in its offices this morn- 
ime, the Mission immediately sot 
ta work, and its members Ihave 
already begun. to. arrange their 
Hongkons: interviews. During 
their stay they will be entertain- 
ed by both Chambers at either 
tiffin or dinner, but’ nothing de- 
finite has yet been arranged. 

Khe Mission is due to Mave for 
England on March 6.

Spirit of Loyalty. 


H.E. the Govornor:—I thank the 
Honourable Member for his ‘words 
of appreciation. J fcel that the 
atep had to be taken, but I regret 
very much ‘that circumstances 
have rendered it necessary. I am 
aure that it will be approciated 
that the proposal’ entails a mea- 
sure of disappointment to many 
members of the Government ser- 
vice, and that there will be cnsos 
in which some hardship will be 
caused. It can hardly ba denied, 
however, that tho payment of 
salaries at the current rate of ex- 
change, with the dollar as low as 
it is to-day, would have placed 
them in a more favourable position 
than was anticipated, or could 
reasonably be expected by them. 
There is also no doubt that, If it 
had been foreseen that the dollar 
would go as low as it has 
done, the Salariles Commission 
would have modified very conal- 
derably their recommendations. | 
sincerely trust, therefore, . that 
‘Government. servants will accept 
the position in'a true spirit of 
loyalty, and will realise that the 
financial position has rendered 
this step absolutely imperative. 


Serious Position, 


The financial position, unless 
the dollar risea appreciably, is 
very Aerious indeed; It fa calcula- 
ted that the sterling commitments, 
In the approved Budget for this 
year, amount to £677,778. This, 
for the purposes of tho Budget, was 
converted at tho rate of 1/4 to the 
dollar. If the dollar were to 
average 1/— for tho current year, 
& sum of $3,388,861 would have 
to be added to the expenditure 
figures. This,| with the deficit 
actually shown in the approved 
Budget, which amounted to 
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$2,299,005, would, In spite of in- 
creased taxation, make a total de- 
fleloncy .of  $5,687,057,-n_ sum 
perflously near our spresent sure 
plus. With the dollar at 11d, the 
deficit would further be Incrcased 
by approximately 144 million. By 
the udoption of the half.and half 
rate of payment, proposed by tho 
resolution this afternoon, {it will 
be .posatble to reduce the deficit 
of $6,687,967 by over a million. I 
cannot give the exact figure, as it 
depends partly on the number of 
officcra'on leave, who will of 
course draw their actual sterling 
salaries in England, which will be 
converted ‘nt the usual rate 
through the Crown Agents. 


‘Currency Question. 


I would add that this serious 
position has been reached in spite 
of o ruthless pruning of the Ea- 
timates and the postponement’ of 
many desirable works. Investiga- 
tion fs being mado as to whether 
further cconomics or poatpone- 
Menta cun be made, [I am a 
chronic optimist, and atill trust 
that the dollar may make some 
recovery, but there are many who 
tnko nn opposite view. I should 
like to say that, 1s Honourmble 
Membera are aware, tho report of 
the Currency Commission. was 
sont Home some months ago, anid 
is being considered by the experts, 
1 trust that we may have some 
information from them before 
long. The question, however, is 
extraordinarily difficult, and it 
must be remembered that Hong- 
kong is only a small part of a 
large fabric whigh is serlously 
affected by the price of silver, 
and that, so far aa we can see, it 
waquld be impossible for Hong- 
kong to attempt to take action in- 
dependently of the rest of the 
fabric. Meanwhile we can only 
he patient and hope for improved 
conditiona throuhout the worl! 
in general.

On the 
morning of the following day the 
defendant had four men visitors, 
They had some convereation In the 
defendant's cubicle and then came 
out armed with two pistols and two 
daggers. 
room, Where the complainant was 
having bia morning meal ith his 
family, the four men and the defen. 
dant, who was armed with a pistol, 
held up the occupants, The coms 
plainant tried to put up a defence, 
but was stabbed by one of | the 
men. His wife caucht hold of the 
nysailant’s arm and In doing 80 
also received a cut on her hand, 
The other inmates ralsed an alarm 
and, the assailants all ran nway, 
leaving behind them thelr weapons, 
A couple of months Inter two, of 
the men were arrested and were 
charged before Mr. Whyte Smith, 
but the evidence furnished was not 
sufficient td get a conviction and 
the men were discharged. . The 
defendant had not been arrested at 
that time. On January 1 this 
year,  Chincae detective received 
information, of an’ armed robbery 
in Choung Sha Wan and during 
investigutions arrested the defen- 
dant. An identification - parade 
was held at Yaumati and the de- 
fendant. was identified by four 
witnesses as the man who had lived 
in the complainant's cubicle, When 
he wna charged atthe station the 
defendant made a statement to the 
effect that he was one of the men 
who had attempted the robbery, but 
he denied having been armed, 


The complainant then gave 
evidence, after which in, reply to 
Mr. Lo he anid that he had given. 
similar evidence ‘at the trial of the 
two men two years ago, He had, 
however, failed to identify the two 
men’ at the identification parade 
held. He recognised the . defen- 
dant'at the recent identification 
parade, though his wife could rot, 
He-said that he sometimes kept in 
his house sums of money ranging 
from $100 to $2,000. . 

After the complainant's wife had 
given similar avidence, Mr. Butters 
adjourned further hearing until 
this afternoon.

Chan Poon-sze, mistress of the 
shop, said that on Fobruary 6 of 
last year, when o strike broke out 
amongat the fokis, she found it 
necesanry to employ two guards 
through the Police.Offce. A man, 
who sho could not say. was the de- 
fondant, ‘in the following month 
preaented what looked like a bill 
but which, she was subsequently 
informed, was an ordinary debit 


form fssued by the Guards Office, 


and had not the value of a receipt. 
Having paid $67.20, she wap re- 
minded of it again when a 
European sergeant came round to 
the shop and enquired whether she 
had paid her bill. She wos given 


to understand, that the monoy had 


not been turned in, and waa oblig- 


ed to pay tho same amount for 


the second time. 

The woman's evidence was corro- 
‘tborated by her manager, Wong 
‘Kee-pui, who identified the accused 
as a clork he saw in the Guards 
Office when he went up there to 
eagage the Indians. 

Sergeant Walsh said that part 
of defendant's duties as a clerk at 
the Guards Office wna to address 
the envelopes to people employing 
guards, but not to fill in. the debit 
forms. The envelopes with the 
dobit forms were then sent out by 
Messenger, ord nccounte . were 
made payable at the Treasury. 

Witnesa reenlled defendant 48 
having’ accompanied him on his 
firat visit to the teashop, when it 
was found that his services as an 
interpreter ‘ere not required, as 
the manager of the establishment 
could speak English, — :

[By Olive Roberts Barton.) 


Does you child like to be alone? 
Would he rather play by himself 
for hours at» time than mix with 
other children? 


This in itself is oll right. But 
children need companions, other 
kindred spirits, Just as old people 
do, It is not good to be too much 
alone, 


There are several reasons for 
this love of solitude in a child, but 
the most common one is due to his 
own emotional make-up. ~The 
child who builds up a little dream 
world of his own, an imaginative 
place peopled only by shapes and 
figures of his own conjuring, 
usually is the high-strung, sensi- 
tive type who shrinks from reality. 


A Lonely Existence. 


There are many people who go 
through life ‘actually living alone 
although there may be hundreds 
of people about them. They re- 
fuse to enjoy any happiness except 
thnt of their own thoughts and 
thelr own feclings. That these 
feclings are .occasionally morbid 
does not Jessen the enjoyment of 
them in the lcast. 


Again the child may be secking 
release, not particularly to .enjoy 
his own afr castles, but through 
fear of contact with other chil 
dren. He is saving himself. in- 
stinctively from exposure to all 
sorts of things. not his body parti- 
cularly, but his mind and his 
easily hurt feelings: His brief 
experience with playmates may 
have caused the discovery that 2 
day’s play’ with them’ brought a 
variety of sensations that he did 
not enjoy. 


Porhaps ‘his playmates were not 


pathetic or admiring, He never 
felt elevated ufter he had been 
with them, as he did when alone 
in the house with just his mother. 
His pride suffered from that ruth- 
jess attitude of theirs, 


The child with an inferiority 
complex usually is the most sensi- 
tive. His pride always is on the 
alert. If he find that by playing 
alono he jg saving his feelings 
ae being scraped, play alone he 
will. 


Some Choose Own Friends. 


Sometimes, of course, he will 
play alone beausc the children he 
knows are too entirely different 
from his own make-up to cause 
him the least interest. Older 
people -may choose their own 
friends, and little people should 
have the gamo right, 


One way to approach the matter 
of bringing the little hermit out 
of his cave is through this very 
iden: to see if congenial spirits 
won't lift the self-imposed quar- 
antine; also to study the things 
that interest him most and thon 
to work other children into his 
favourite plays.

PROHIBITION ON

DISARMAMENT. 


ASSURANCE WANTED FROM 
OTHER POWERS. | 


RISKS OF DELAY. 


London, Jan, 29. | 

In the House of Lords, Lord Dic- 
kinson opened a debate on Interna- 
onal Disarmament mid referred | 
to the Conference which the Coun- 
cil of the League of Nations had 
decided should mect in February 
next yenr,: 

Viscount Cecil anid that while In- 
ternational competition in arma- 
ments went on, peace could not be 
regarded as secure, The question 
was whether disarmament was pos- 
sible. ‘He believed it waa, and 
there was a really good chance of 
ita being brought about. 

Lord Bridgeman (Conservative) 
said Britain alone of the European 
countries had made an enormous re- 
duction in naval strength which 
could only be justified if they-were 
met by corresponding reductions by 
other’ powers. We must all hope 
for the success vf the Conference 
next year. He hoped the Govern- 
ment would be able to give some 
cqmforting assurance that other 
Powers did propose to reduce, but 
figures of their expenditure seemed 
rather to indicate that they were 
increasings their armaments, 

Lord Parmoor, replying for the 
Government, sald he endorsed Lord 
Cecil's statement, The risk of na- 
tions falling agnin into a condition 
of progressive armaments rivalry 
which caused the Great War must 
by all means be avoided, That 
meant disarmament, ‘ 

The Conference next year, said 
Lord Parmoor, must fill in the ac- 

The Conference next year, 
sald) Lord = Parmoor, must _ fill 
in the actual figures in the skel- 
eton scheme of the Lengue's Pre- 
paratory Commission. Without 
being an alarmist, he could 
not help feeling that delay 
meant risk and might bring great 
difficulties. He paid a tribute to 
the work of Lord Cecil over many 
yenra in the cause of international 
disarmament.—British Wirelera. +
